Brodale  and  Hon.  Petar  Randolph  Louia  Baatty.

with  the  hero  of  Jutland  and  the 
Dogger  Bank  follows  in  part: 
"Diplomats  at  Geneva  can  argue 

until  the  air  Is  blue,  but  they'll 
never  got  anywhere  The  BrltLsh 
Navy  has  reached  an  irreducable 
mliilmuni."  he  said,  "and  even  if 
other  countries  take  the  lead  In  fur- 
ther reductloas  the  British  fleet 
must  .stand  where  It  Is  ar 
the  point  of  safety."

about  monetary  problems  is  at  leaat  twenty 
years  ahead  of  all  Its  contemporary  theorists  on 
the  subject  of  currency  and  exchange  and  finan- 
cial Issues  as  a  whole.  It  has  the  experience  of 
the  past  to  gulda  its  future  course.  What  Is 
banking  business  has  been  made  the  loquacious 
plaything  of  sportful  imaginations  who  toy  with 
an  intricate  subject  as  if  it  were  as  simple  as  a 
crossword  pussle.  Most  if  not  all  the  pseudo  ex- 
perts tai  the  theoretical  realm  of  currency  and 
exchange  are  seeking  to  expand  the  sources  of 
credit.  They  conveniently  forget  that  credit  is 
another  name  for  debt  and  that  it  is  the  world's 
debts,  both  ptlvate  and  public,  which  have 
brought  about  the  present  economic  stress.  Were 
their  theories  followed  and  credit  expanded,  that 
would  mean  debt  expansion,  and  the  latter  state 
of  the  world  would  be  worse  than  the  present.

The  habit  of  broadcasting  political  speeches 
by  nidlo  has  mide  them  leaden  and  prosaic 
Nowhere  is  this  .so  much  in  tVldtBOe  as  in  the 
United  States,  and  nowhere  Is  It  emphasized 
more  than  during  the  prelent  presidential  elec- 
tion campaign.  The  .speeches  appear  all  to  be 
written  and  they  are  kept  in  cokl  storage  in  the 
newspaper  ofBeaa  ttntU  delivered.  There  would 
seem  to  be  cases  where  they  are  written  so  long 
in  advance  that  those  who  read  them  have  for- 
gotten their  contents  and  stumble  over  passages, 
although  concentrating  all  the  time,  not  on  the 
effects  of  the  speeches  on  their  immediate  audi- 
tors, but  on  the  wider  audience  of  radio  listeners. 

Radio  broadcasting  of  speeches  has  done  away 
with  any  semblance  of  oratory  which  might  have 
adorned  political  eampalgnlng.  There  is  no  eflort 
at  all  to  react  to  the  audience.  The  triumphant 
speaker  is  absent;  the  stereotyped  reading  of 
addresses  (they  are  no  longer  speeches)  destroys 
any  magnetic  contact  between  the  qMakar  and 
his  audience.  Here  is  another  development  of 
the  machine  age  which  has  so  dulled  the  Inspira- 
tional faculties  of  the  human  kind.  It  is  a  logi 
cal  development  of  the  regimented  spontaneity 
which  marks  American  poUtlcs.  Tht  radio  is 
pracUcally  enforctaig  the  writing  of  speeches  and 
destroyinR  the  facutly  of  the  extempore  utter 
ance  of  speakers,  reacting  to  the  temper  of  their 
andlences  and  swaying  those  awilenoes  by  the 
force  of  personality.  So  far  as  the  spoken  word

Presklent  Hindenburg  has  signed  a  decree 
bringing  Into  effeet  official  control  of  the  train 
Ing  of  German  youth.  Already  twenty  military 
parade  grounds  have  been  selected  and  the  pro- 
posal Is  that  each  year  the  youth  of  the  country 
will  engage  in  three  weeks  of  field  exercises  and 
physical  training.  They  wUl  be  drilled  by  ex- 
ofUcers  of  the  army  and  will  be  conveyed  to  and 
from  the  camps  at  the  expense  of  tba  Belch, 
which  will  also  pay  for  their  training  and  pnn 
vide  the  uniforms* 

The  purpose  of  the  training  of  youth  in 
Germany,  as  devised  offlcially,  has  been  ex- 
plained by  President  Hindenburg  as  designed  to 
"strengthen  the  will,  breed  stamina,  sdf-control 
and  love  of  the  Fatherland."  The  purpose  is  de 
scribed  by  The  London  Times  as  a  conception 
close  to  the  heart  of  the  President  who  brtleves 
in  the  virtues  as.sociated  with  the  soldier's  pro- 
fession, and  who  tries  on  every  occasion  "to  bend 
the  energies  of  a  rostleas  population  to  patriotic 
end.«?.  to  check  flssiparous  tendencies  and  to  unite 
all  Germans  in  service  to  their  country." 

There  is  an  analogy  in  the  Japanese  attitude 
towards^  Manphukuo  and  that.whlq^  the  United 
8ta^,  within  the  present  century,  adopted  to- 
wards the  Republic  of  Colombia.  Washington 
detached  from  the  Republic  of  Colombia  the 
territory  that  it  wldnd  to  control  for  the  purpose 
of  the  Panama  Canal.  Japan  has  done  nothing 
more  drastic.  The  United  States  did  what  she 
did  by  virtue  or  her  Interpretation  of  the  Monroe 
Doctrine  of  which  she  is  the  doctor  In  the  opera 
ions  conducted.  Japan  can  well  say  that  where 
Oriental  problems  are  concerned  she  can  have 
a  Monroe  Ooetrlne  of  her  own.

Dr.  Hudson,  a  famous  brain  spe- 
cialist, is  drowned  In  a  lonely  lake, 
and  the  Inhalator  that  he  had 
brought  to  thLs  country  for  Ju.st 
such  emergencies  Is  being  u-sed  to 
save .  the  life  of  a  young  wastrel, 
Bobby  Menick,  when  Dr.  Hudson  Is 
drowning.  Naturally  many  pwsons 
resent  Bobby  being  saved  at  the  ex- 
pense of  Dr.  Hudson,  and  Bobby 
discovers  this  resentment  and  is  at 
flrst  highly  Indignant  and  later 
filled  with  a  great  resolve  to  right 
things  In  a  maimer  that  brings 
great  Joy  to  Nancy  Ash  ford,  who 
had  loved  Dr.  Hudson,  and  to  his 
old  grandfather,  Nicholas  Merrick, 
who  iisd  just  discovered  the  futility 
of  bebig  a  millionaire  when  one's 
family  Is  headed  forihe  rocks. 

But  ttilnfi  are  not  solved  so  sim- 
ply. Beside^  nationally  famous 
hospital  with  its  very  eiHcient  staff, 
Dr.  Hudson  had  left  a  number  of 
complicatloiv,  bt  hmd  m  the  form  ot 
mysterious  charities,  a  cryptic  Jour- 1 
nal,  a  daughter  Joyce,  who  was  ad- 
dicted to  drink  and  who  beUeved 
she  •nwkmged"  to  Bobby,  and  Helen. 
Joyce's  stqmothsr  and  fOnnsr 
schoolmate. 

It  was  not  an  ea.sy  path  the 
spoiled  playboy    had    cho.sen,  and, 
but  for  the  encouraKement  of  Nancy 
Asford.  he  might  have  given  up  his 
medical  cour^;e,  for  he  had  decided 
the  only    way  to  recompense  the 
world  for  the  loss  Of  Dr.  HttdK>n 
was  to  become  a  brsm  qMdalist 
himself,  if  he  possessed  the  neces- 
sary capabilities.    Nancy,  who  had 
c<Mnplete  carge  of  the  affairs  of  Dr. 
Hudson,    gives  Bobby  the  cryptic 
journal,  which  he  finally  deciphers, 
only    to  be  terribly  disappointed. 
The  book  contains,  he  feels,  only 
the  ravings  of  a  maniac,  with  in- 
numerable obscure  references  to  a 
certain  page  in  the  Bible,  which 
contains  the  sclentiflc  secret  of  pro- 
jecting one's  self  Into  the  major 
per.sonality,  and  of  resultant  power. 
Nancy,  because  she  had  loved  Dr. 
Hudson     and     because    she  had 
known  trouble,  assimilates  the  sec- 
ret much  quicker  tbafi  the  impul- 
sive boy.  but  he.  too^  finally  solves 
the  seevot,  and  hi  loMng  it  dis- 
covers a  new  raetliod  of  t^aln  sur- 
gery which  made  him  famous. 

Joyce's  marriage  to  the  drunken 
Tom  Masterton.  her  subsequent 
flight  and  later  return  are  not  as 
convincing  a.s  the  delicate  love  af- 
fair that  comes  to  Helen  Hudson 
and  Bobby  Merrick.  Helen  imder- 
stands  and  Bobby  Is  fw^int.  but 
eventually  things  get  straightened. 

It  Is  said  that  those  who  read 
this  book  will  never  be  the  same. 
While  not  going  quite  so  far,  this 
reviewer  feels  that  this  is  one  of 
the  few  really  worth-while  books  to 
be  written  ty  a  Canadian  and  one 
that  will  make  every  thoughtful 
person  pause  and  ponder.  The 
exact  page  of  the  Bible  that  uou- 
talns  the  seoret  of  greatness  Is 
never  quite  defined,  although  hints 
abOQt  the  Galilean  will  make  It 
quite  clear  to  those  who  know  their 
Bible.  The  authority,  by  the  way.  Is

Ihsy  have  gone  back  to 
the  land  and  are  now  in  a  wonder- 
fully fertile  country,  but  they  have 
been  hunted  orit  by  climatic,  condi- 
tions and  have  very  little  or  no 
money  left.  Many  of  them  have 
traveled  hundreds  of  miles,  in  cov- 
ered wa«on.«i.  driving  theU-  stock  be- 
fore Uicm. 

Knowing  aU  this  the  Provtacial 
Red  Cross  went  to  vmk.  It  now 
has  two  hovttato  and  a  dMrlct 
nurse  to  ttw  oountry.  The  hospital 
at  Ifriee  Coupe  is  almost  Relf-.sup- 
portingr  and  will  in  future  oo«t  very 
little,  while  the  oHmt  tv»  wUl  need 

more  help. 

At  Grand  Haven,  the  house,  now 
a  two-bed  hospital,  was  given  to 
the  Red  Cross  by  the  owner.  In  the 
last  seven  SBontbs  then  were  ferty- 
three  pattanto  ttake.  Iltos  Olaxton 
has  also  visited  the  sehooli  and 
paid  pubtle  health  vWta.

Cleanliness  In  the  home  and  the 
health  of  the  family  are  of  su- 
preme concern  to  millions  of 
housewives.  A  device  which  would 
practically  elimtoate  dust  and  dirt 
would  save  countless  hours  of  dis- 
agreeable worlc  and  reduce  laundry 
bills.  A  scheme  for  introducing 
the  proper  degree  of  humidity  to 
the  indoor  atmosphere  and  provid- 
ing for  a  constant  circulation  of 
air  would  go  far  towards  prevent- 
ing colds,  and  would  conduce  to  the 
Improvement  of  the  hsaMh  of  the 
hffiimhnld 

MtMhines  which  heat  or  cool,  cir- 
Otllate  and  purify  the  air  have 
long  been  in  use  in  theatres  and 
other  public  buildings,  but  manu- 
facturers in  the  United  States 
have  now  perfected  a  device,  usual- 
ly known  as  an  Air  Conditioning 
Unit,  for  attachment  to  the  heat- 
tog  system  to  an  ordinary  house, 
which  wiU  accomplish  sU  the  above 
purposes. 

These  air  conditioning  units, 
while  difTerlnp  in  form  arui  make- 
up accordiUK  to  each  manufactur- 
ers Ideas,  are  essentially  the  same, 
m  that  they  contabi  a  fine  screen 
for  taking  the  dust,  odors  and  Im- 
purities out  of  tlie  air.  an  elect: 
fan  whldi  moves  the  air  and  a 
water  spray  whieh  humidifies  it. 

These  devices  seem  best  adapted 
for  use  with  a  hot  air  furnace,  and 
a  description  of  their  functionlnR 
in  connection  with  this    typo  of 
heating  will  best  explain  their  ad- 
vantages.   For  perfect  operation 
each  room  in  the  house  should  be 
provided  with  a  cold  air  outlet  as 
well  as  a  hot  air  register.  When 
the  electric  fSa  Is  to  operation  it 
draws  the  cold  air  off  the  floor  of 
each  room,  taking  with  it  all  dust 
and  dirt,  which  goes  through  the 
cold  air  duct  to  the  device,  where 
a  fine  .screen   of  copper  mesh  or 
other  material  arrests  the  dust  and 
dirt.   The  cleaned  air  then  goes  to 
the  furnace,   where  it  is  heated, 
passed  through  a  fine  water  spray 
(which    automatically    adds  the 
proper  degree  of  humidity)  and  is 
forced  by  the  operation  of  the  fan 
to  the  hot  air  register  in  the  room. 
CBAN GINO  Am 
It  is  calculated  that  this  device 
changes  the  air  to  a  room  four  or 
five  times  in  an  hour,  thus  provid- 
ing circulation  even  if  all  doors  and 
windows  are     clased.     Tlie  device 
can  be  used  in  Summer  to  cleanse 
and  cool  the  air  wtthovt  operaUng 
the  furnace. 

There  are  some  fbrther  advan- 
tages which  the  addition  of  the  de- 
vice provides.  The  fan  forces  heat 
to  every  hot  air  register,  regardless 
of  the  direction  of  the  wind.  Tl  e 
forced  draft  also  allows  the  hot  air 
pipes  to  be  taken  vertically  from 
the  top  of  tlic*  furnace  and  then 
carried  horizontally  along  the  base- 
ment celUng.  instead  of  havtog  at 
present  to  be  taken  from  a  lower 
potot  ori  the  furnace  and  cartied 
at  an  upward  angle  to  order  to  al- 
low the  maximum  rise  to  the  heated 
air.  In  mnspy  hou.ses.  especially 
those  with  low  basements,  the.se 
hot  air  pipes  at  present  form  awk- 
ward obstacles  to  a  per.son  walk- 
InK  about,  the  basement,  but  with 
the  new  device  In  operation  they 
could  all  be  run  between  the  Jolsts 
Just  below  the  fiooring,  thus  per- 
mitting the  maximum  of  head 
room.  Tly  operation  of  the  device 
is  of  course  Independent  at  the 
kind  of  fuel  used  in  the  furnace 

An  artirlf  in  an  American  trade 
Journ.'il  .Mates  that  the  public  Is 
rapldlv  IjecomlnR  air-condltlonlng- 
iniiulcd  and  predicts  that  it  will 
not  be  lonR  ere  the  home  that  is 
not  air-conditioned  wlB  be  defi- 
nitely out  of  date.

One  can  soarsMy  Imagine  Vic- 
toria without  Orientals,  but  there 
was  a  time,  many  yean  ago^  wh«i 
these  Industrtoos  peoirie  were  fSw 
and  far  between. 

The  first  large  load  of  Chinese 
upon  landing  here  prr.sented  a  rare 
sight  Crowds  of  these  men  were 
huddled  together  in  a  sallln«  vessel 
chatting  and  motioning  to  one  an- 
other in  a  strange  manner.

They 
treated  the  children  kindly,  tovlt- 
ing  them  to  partake  oi  their  rice, 
while  they  ate  dexterously  with 
chopsticks.  One  could  not  help  but 
notice  their  great  liking  for  their 
food. 

These  Interesting  people  ."jeemed 
to  look  up  to  the  white  man  and  his 
Ideals,  and  showed  clearly  that 
spark  of  humanity  which  endeared 
them  to  liim.  Ihslr  camp  was 
near  a  stream  that  flowid  from  a 
lake  oC  about  two  aena,  situated 
between  Tates  and  Fort  Streets, 
bounded  by  Yates,  Fort,  Quadra 
and  Oook  Streets,  the  centre  of 
which  was  View  Street  The  out- 
let flowed  alonK  that  street  to  what 
is  now  the  Capitol  Theatre  and  the 
Carnegif  Library  to  Johnson  Street. 
Prom  there  it  crossed  Douglas 
Street  into  the  haitnr  forming 
what  was  known  aa  the  Johnson 
street  Ravine,  an  wnpolluted  fiow 
of  water  along  an  outlet  formed  bv 
Nature.  * 

A  large  number  of  the  strangers 
went  to  Cariboo  and  other  Northern 
parts  of  the  upper  country  to  work 
in  the  mines,  on  farms  and  randhSS. 
The  remainder  stayed .  here,  em- 
ployed at  varfons  oeeopatlans,  SodM 
as  servants. 

There  Is  evidence  of  the  presence 
of  Chinese  on  this  side  of  the  Pa- 
cific many  years  previous  to  the 
landlni?  of  Europeans.

An 
toteresUng  toddent  oocunvd  much 
later  when  a  nnall  Japanese  sailing 
CTSft  was  wrecked  and  nine  of  the 
crew  were  picked  up  on  the  shore* 
of  Queen   Charlotte   Islands  and 
brought  to  Victoria  by  a  Hudson  s 
Bay  Bteam«r.     They  paraded  the 
streef.s  and  proved  to  be  quite  an 
attraction.    These  NSspHl  poaple 
were  not  imiike  the  natliM  fteni 
the  Far  North  whom  they  i«Nm-| 
bled  in  many  ways.   The  above  to- 1 
cWeot  pravas  fairly  dearly  how  the 
west  coast  of  North  America  may 
have  been  settled  in  the  far  dis- 
tant past,  so  distant  that  there  Is 
no  record  at  present  available  that 
Will  throw  any  light  on  the  siitijeet

There  are  so  many  different 
forms  of  heart  trouble,  and  these 
occur  in  such  varying  degrees  of 
severity,  that  each  ease  must  be 
considered  individually  after  medi- 
cal examination.

NaturnllN  .\'>u  decide  that  this 
particular  food  does  not  agree  with 
you  and  dadda  to  try  to  do  with- 
out it. 

Perhaps,  some  time  later,  the 
food  tempts  you  to  such  an  extent 
that  you  eat  some  and  no  hives 
(urticaria)  follow,  no  swelling  of 
the  face,  no  difficulty  in  breathing 

Whv  did  thl,s  food  cau.se  hlves  at 
one  time  and  not  at  another? 

Becau.se  your  llvrr,  and  the  flow 
of  bile  therefrom,  were  working  so 
well  that  they  were  ab|p  to  take 
care  of  this  particular  food  and  did 
not  allow  It  to  dlitarb  your  dlfiM- 
tlve  qfstem. 

Althouch  most  of  the  foods  that 
cause  hives  are  classed  as  proteMs. 
which  are  not  under  the  dtarect 
action  of  the  bile,  but  imder  the 
action  of  the  stomach  digestive 
juice  and  pancreatic  Juice,  never-

In  list,  studied  at  Antlgonlsh  and 
Rome,  taught  classics  for  nineteen 
years  at  Antlgonlsh,  where  he  was 
for  five  years  pastor  of  St  Andrew  s 
Chuch,  was  vlcar-general  of  the 
diocese  of  Antlgonlsh  and  editorial 
writer  of  The  Catholic.  Bi.sliop 
MnrDonald  received  hLs  degree  of 
Doctor  of  Divinity  at  Rome  In  1884.

that  you  would  render  a  pubUc 
service  by  printing  the  foUowlnc 
facts  covering  the  case: 

Two  young  Canadians  of  fine 
type  rppre.scntinR  an  organization

.Sir,— I  notice  in  t.oday"s  issue  of 
your  paper  that  the  city  engineer 
has  estimated  the  cost  of  rpi>alrs. 
etc.,  to  the  sea  wall  at  $100,000  and 
has  Included  an  item  for  groins,  i 
often  wondered  why  groins  bad  nc^t 
been  constructed  years  ago. 

T  frequently  examined  the  sand 
drift  caused  by  wave  action  on  the 
beach,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that 
if  light  groins,  on  the  Case  prin- 
ciple, were  constructed,  the  groins 
being  raised  by  degrees  as  the  level 
of  the  beach  heightened,  not  only 
would  high  water  mark  recede  and 
the  wall  be  thtu  protected,  but 
waves  during  storms  would  cease  to 
break  over  the  causeway  and  a  per- 
manent beach  would  be  created,  and 
thus  the  constant  repairs  tri  the  wall 
and  the  sheet  piling  would  hr  ob- 
viated.

*  tainments  owe  to  shipping  or  how  much  its  future  growth  de- 
pends upon  the  fostering  of  every  opportunity  that  promises 
traffic  for  the  port? 
In  the  flnt  place,  being  situated 


on  an  island,  which  by  the  way  is 
no  mean  heritage  with  ita  vaat 
wsaHh  of  natunU  resouroes,  none 

coiild  have  arrlvfd  here  If  It  were 
not  for  the  traiisporiatlon  aflorded 
by  some  type  of  water  craft;  nor 
could  everyday  needs,  apart  from 
the  limited  supply  grown  and  man- 
ImtSi  be  oMalneti  if  it 
not  for  the  aenrloes  supplied 
by  ships,  their  curators  and  crews.

"People  do  not  appraoiata  the  im- 
portance and  elawlfloatlon  of  the 

shipping  industry.  Take  for  In- 
stance a  .ship  like  the  Restorer,  the 
cable.ship  maklnR  Victoria  her  base. 
To  maintain  this  ship,  an  amount 
in  excess  of  $100,000  is  pjiid  out  for 
waKes,  supplies  and  miscellaneous 
work  each  year,  practically  all  of 
which  IS  distributed  in  Victoria. 
When  operating,  the  Whaling  Com- 
pany spends  $390,000  each  year  in 
wages  and  the  pwrehaje  of  supplies.

SUGGESTS  COUNCIL 
"Tliera  la  undoubtedly  room  for 
luiiiruveownt  in  the  fBcllltles 
management  of  Victoria,  and  its 
Importance  could  be  greatly  en- 
hanced by  the  creation  of  a  Harbor 
Council,  consisting  of  all  the  ship- 
ping interests  of  Victoria.  This 
could  be  an  honorary  body,  autono- 
moii.s.  and,  if  possible,  working  in 
conjunction  with  tha  Chamber  of 
Commerce. 

"The  acquisition  of  the  entire 
waterfront  by  the  Dominion  Oov- 
emment  from  Ogden  Point.  In- 
cluding Rlthers  oiiter  wharves,  to 
the  Brackman-Ker  Milling  Com 
pany,  would  be  particularly  deslr 
able.  This  would  be  possible 
through  a  grant  from  the  I>>mln- 
lon  Government,  such  as  the  mil- 
lion-and-a-half-dollar  grant  pro- 
vided for  Vancouver  Harbor  In  tiie 
last  budget.  These  grants  are  pro- 
vided for  all  the  neceasary  ports 
of  Canada. 

Acquiring  Rlthet  Piers.  Victoria 
could  modernize  them,  provide  over- 
head passenger  landiiiRs  at  both 
these  piers  and  Ogden  Point,  which 
at  present  do  not  exLst.  with  proper 
Icu.stoms  and  imnilpration  facilities, 
makunr  [xvssible  the  quick  and  com- 
Ifortiibic  hapdlinK  of  pa.ssengers. 
Ti  Mi  kitk'o  could  be  extended  to  oover 
the  waterfront  from  Ogden  FMnt 
to  the  Improved  conditions  at 
Rtthet  docks,  also  having  trackage, 
enabling  loading  and  discharging 
of  ears  at  all  wharves.  The  im- 
provement of  the  ferry  slip  at  Og- 
den Point  would  permit  the  dtx-k-l 
ing  of  modern  railway  car  ferries,' 
the  present  ferry  having  an  apron  j 
capable  of  handling  only  Canadian 
National  barges.  As  facilities  in- 
creased. Inducements  would  be  pro- 
vided for  ships  to  call,  whUe  cer- 
tain lots  adjacent  to  the  property 
could  be  aequlred  for  car  aervloe 
while  awaiting  .ships. 

RATE  EQfALIZATION 

The  equahzation  of  rates  on  all 
products  that  might  be  iUmi  in 
the  cold  storage  plant  Is  also  de- 
sirable and  necessary,  particularly 
with  regard  to  appM.  where  the 
rate  to  Victoria  is  three  and  a  half 
cents  higher  per  hundred  ix>unds 
than  for  Mainland  terminals  Ter- 
minal rates  .should  be  .sought  for  all 
exportable  products.  The  area  com- 
prLsing  Ogden  Point  and  Rlthefs 
could  be  plpe<l  for  fuel  oil  supply 
from  acro.ss  the  harbor,  which 
could  facilitate  bunkarlng  of  vessels 
using  oil  for  fuel. 

The  above  Items  mentioned  for 
the  improvement  of  the  ftort'a  ship- 
ping facilities  Are  some  of  the  f^ 
that  should  be  considered  if  Vic- 
toria is  to  take  advantage  of  the 
favorable  position  it  occupie.s  for 
certiiin  cla.s.ses  of  pa.s.senger  travel 
and  freight,  while  additional  im- 
provements could  be  added  from 
time  to  time  by  all  the  shipptng  in 
tnr-st.s  WDrking  together."

"Canadians  have  no  reason  to  fear 
for  the  future,"  Hon.  Herbert  M. 
Marler  told  a  representative  of  The 
Colonist  aboard  the  Empress  of  Asia 
last  evening.  "In  coming  across  the 
country,  I  saw  every  evldance  of  a 
proline  harvest  and  considerable 
optimism  eygywliere.  We  are 
weathering  the  pre.sent  depression 
nicely  and  with  our  great  resources 
to  develop,  ws  are  bound  to  ftn-ge 
ahead." 

Mr  Marler  has  been  telling  Cana- 
dian businessmen  and  manufac- 
turers that  there  are  great  oppor- 
tunities for  trade  in  China  and 
Japan,  particularly  in  the  former 
coimtry.  TTiere  ha.s  been  .some  im- 
provement of  late  years  in  the  quan- 
tity of  Canadian  products  Rolng  Into 
that  country,  but  Canada  is  not 
getting  nearly  as  iquch  as  It  could 
get  by  applying  mora  Intanslve 
methods. 

The  officials  of  the  Embassy  in- 
vestigated every  channel  of  possible 
sales  in  respect  to  every  item  of 
Canadian  pro<iucc.  but  there  Is  great 
need,  the  minl.ster  stated,  of  an  or- 
ganization in  Canada  which  would 
co-operate  with  thi  afforta  of  tha 
trade  envoys. 

PBAI8ES  CANADIAN  PREMIEB 

Canadian  producers  were  not  co- 
operating in  any  effort  to  captur* 
the  Orient  market,  and  apparently 
fall  to  realize  the  necessity  of  going 
after  external  markets.

The  pearl  divers 
of  Kobe  and  the  shark  hunters  of  Singapore 
are  all  women.  One  of  the  most  amasing 
sights  I  ever  saw  anywhere  was  near  Singa- 
pore where  the  Ishigooe  dive  into  the  sea  and 
hunt  tiger  sharks  right  in  their  own  back  yard. 
None  of  your  white-livered  hammer  heads  of 
the  Caribbean  or  soft-bellled  prowlers  of  the 
North  Atlantic  around  Singapore;  but  snap- 
ping, speeding  tiger  sharks.  Ihsse  Japaness 
women  hunt  them,  .spread  a  steel  net,  dive 
into  the  sea  and  lure  the  sharks  into  the  net. 
They  stay  6nm  incredible  lengths  of  tUne  and 
seldom  let  their  victimf;  get  away. 

These  women  carry  their  babies  with  them; 
tiny  little  gaffers  of  three  and  four,  and  they

pool  in  somebody's  back  yard.  Mother,  down 
in  tho  depths,  has  a  tog  floatto«  on  the  sur- 
face and  a  rope  attached  to  It,  In  her  mouth 
When  the  shark  is  successfully  lured  into  the 
nH  she  signals  with  the  eofd  aad  the  tiet  Is 

hoLsted  aloft  Occasionally  thO  women,  un- 
able to  get  out  of  the  net  and  still  capture 
the  shark,  have  themselves  pulled  up  with  It. 
Just  try  that  one  ovn  In  your  Imaflnatlon 
some  day  and  give  the  uttle  Japanaas  gtrl  a 
hand. 

Pearl  divers,  down  Kobe  and  Nagasaki  way, 
iiandle  their  job  In  a  similar  way  without  the 
perils  of  sudden  death.  They  dress  in  trim 
white  bathing  togs,  fasten  a  white  band  over 
their  mouths  like  nurses  wear  In  the  operating 
room  and  dive  down  fifteen  to  twenty  feet  with 
apaU.  Prom  the  bottom  of  the  saa  thoy  aooai> 
up  one  to  two  doien  oy.sters  which  have  been 
placed  there  by  men  and  hurry  them  to  the 
surtaee.  unth  only  a  mhwto  for  broathing 
they  swoop  to  the  bottom  again  and  repeat 
the  Job  for  hour  after  hour.  Women  who've 
been  at  thia  saa  harvost  for  yowi  develop 
chests  like  bulging  barrrls  and  never  get  colds 
even  when  doing  their  dives  In  water  just 
ten  dagrsea  off  frseatng.  Men  hnvo  been  tried 
at  this  work  time  after  time,  but  can  t  begin 
to  compete  with  the  laua hlng  ladles  in  the 
da^l  harvest

Principals  in  a  lover's  suicide  usuaUy  write 
a  serlss  of  four  or  she  letters  tMIlng  the  poliea 
all  about  it.  apologizing  to  the  owner  of  the 
property  on  which  they  kiU  themselves  for 
ffluaslng  up  the  place,  telling  Ma  and  Pa  it's 
too  bad.  but  honor  Is  honor,  and  explaining  to 
the  Shinto  jvlest  Just  what  they  think  about 
things.  Hondreds  of  gay,  young  Japanese 
maidens  suicide  every  lover's  season,  and  no* 
body  does  much  toward  trying  to  stop  it.  Jiut 
now.  unlaai  you  fsol  that  way,  it's  off  season 
for  love. 

But  sordid  things  like  suicide  seldom  annoy 
the  casual  visitors.  Japan,  to  him,  U  a  flowery, 
earefros  fabrytand  of  cleanliness  and  delight 
Even  the  holds  kick  In  with  that  little  gMm 
something  to  make  you  smile  and  relax. 

A  North  American  hotel,  for  instance,  wUl 
supply  you  with  frso  bio  water,  soap,  towelo. 
and  sometimes  a  filled  pin  cushion.  In 
Europe,  no  tioap.  In  India  no  soap  or  towels, 
and  you  pay  oxti»  for  a  bath,  m  Japan  you 
get  all  of  these;  you  get  free  face  cloths, 
matches  by  the  dosens«f  boxss,  free  comb  and 
brush,  froquantly,  but  not  always,  free  tooth- 
paste You  find  a  kimono  hanging  on  your 
door.  A  new,  clean  klmonp  every  day.  And 
you  have  the  honoraMs  hot  bath.  Until  you've 
had  a  .7apanrse  modM  hot  bath  fOUft  JUSt 
never  had  a  bath. 

On  arrival  at  a  native  type  Japanese  hotel—

One  sees  a  Hon  bounding  after  a  zebra  or 
antelope,  and  failing  to  strilbe  its  victim  down 
at  the  first  attempt.  Anyone  with  knowledge 
of  these  anlniHls  would  sec  at  once  that  tlie 
lion  was  a  menagerie,  or  sooiogical  beast,  that 
had  ahraye  been  fed.  and  never  had  to  make 
its  own  kill.

It  was  an  Intensely  dark  night,  and  the  rain 
pelted  down,  soaking  everything  and  every- 
body, so  that  we  were  glad  to  turn  to.  In  the 
distance  I  could  hear  the  low  resonant  roars, 
followed  by  the  strange  final  grunts  th|tt  indl- 
eated  the  presenee  to  the  foveat  of  a  nuniber 
of  lions  searching  for  thebr  prey,  but  these 
nocturnal  cries  are  so  common  to  those  parts 
that  they  did  not  effect  my  senae  of  eomfcvt 
to  aay  degree,  and  I  soon  Ml  aaieep.

Next  morning,  all  bent  on  vengeance,  we 
again  entered  the  forest,  and  found  a  lot  more 
sheep  grazing  on  the  Loita  plains.  The  cattle 
liad  made  a  beaten  track  togetiwr  with  that 
at  the  IfcxA  Indicating  that  at  leaat  five  Uona 
had  been  cha.sing  them. 

We  followed  the  spoor  for  about  six  miles, 
then  aaw  aone  eattle  qultit  wioottoemed  after

THE  LURE  OF  THE  ADHESIVE  POSTAGE  STAMP 


By  ETHIL  8K7MOUR 

British  Coionials 

THE  first  adhesive  postage  ."^tamp  of  the 
world  was  born  in  England,  and  made 
its  debut  to  IMO.  Hie  Braallian  Re- 
public of  South  America  adopted  the  British 
ii^vention  three  years  later.  But  it  was  seven 
yean  before  a  Brttlah  oolony  followed  the  es- 
anpie  of  the  Motbertond,  and  iMuad  Ito  own 
adhesive  labels. 

Hie  far  distant  Island  of  Mauritius.  "Star 
and  Key  of  the  Indian  Ocean,"  reorganlied  Its 

(wetal  system  in  1846.  and  commlRsioned  a 
watchmaker  of  its  capital  (Port  Liouis)  to  pre- 
pare and  prtot  attieelve  atampa  for  prepay* 
ment  of  Its  correspondence.  In  1912  was  dis- 
covered the  copper  plate  (about  the  sise  of  a 
*Iady'8  vlaltlng  card)  on  which  he  had  engrared 
the  designs — similar  to  the  Penny  Black— for 
the  Id  and  ad  labels;  placing  along  the  left 
border  Uie  words  "Poet  Offlee"  on  the  right 
"Maurifiu;  '  A  local  printer  made,  by  hand, 
five  hundred  impressions  from  the  plate  (one 
thousand  stamps)  and  the  adheshree  were  on 
.sale  September  21.  1847.  Tlie  Id  (orange-red) 
were  for  "drop,"  the  2d  (deep  blue)  f(nr  the 
island  letters;  most  of  the  deep  blue  values 
were  i;',<^(i  to  prepay  invitatlon.s  to  a  ball  at 
Government  House,  given  by  Lady  GK>mm, 
They  are  the  first  British  Colonial  adhesive 
poatage  stamps. 

'  It  wa.^-  eighteen  years  before  phitatrlLsts  knew 
Of  the  existence  of  these  labels.  Today  Uie 
3d  'Voet  Offlce-Mauritlus"  are  oelebnted 
rarities.  rommandinK  fabulous  prices  In  1904, 
an  unused,  perfect  copy  was  sold  at  aucUon 
for  fl,4M  (over  $7,000)1  Per  tl«  Id  and  ad 
values,  romtdeto  opon  their  envek^e.  Mr. 
Arthur  Hind— the  *Verrarl  of  America"— paid 
the  incredible  price  of  £11,000  (over  $50,000)1 

In  May,  1$$$,  the  Port  Louis  watchmaker 
(W.  Barnard)  engraved  two  fresli  copper 
plate*— ^welve  stomps  to  each— of  the  two  de- 
nominations. Each  stamp  bears  "Poet  Paid" 
on  the  left  border,  and  each  varies  a  trifle; 
the  seventh  "two  pence"  has  an  error  "o 
for  "c"— for  whlOh  eoUeetora  are  willing  to 
pay  heavily. 

Eleven  years  later  (ISN)  tiiere  were  three 
feenes:  that  of  March  waa  a  wretched  copy, 
by  M.  Laplrot,  of  the  2d  blue  ono  of  the 
greatest  hbels  ever  perpetrated  in  stamp 
portraiture."  October  saw  the  re -engraving  of 
the  1848  plates,  but  only  the  2d  values  were 
printed.  In  December  both  denominations, 
with  "Mauritius"  above  the  Queen's  head,  the 
value  below,  and  a  Oreek  border  each  side, 
were  produced  by  llthograpiiy  to  vanam  tooae 
of  reds  and  blues. 

First  Surcharge  Stamp 

MESSRS,  Perkins,  Bacon  &  Co ,  the  I,ondon 
stamp  printers,  had.  in  1848,  been  ap- 
plied to  and  had  aivplled  a  UttaiiBto"  itoiti' 
(similar  to  the  reverse  of  the  English  penny) 
designed  by  Henry  Corbouid,  TJiJi.,  but  far 
removed  from  '•Motelr^  deiioato  dritaeatton  ot 

the  beatiteoti.s  Durhess  of  RidOBoad".  bearing 
"MauriUus"  below  the  figure  gad  a  convcn- 
tMBnl  beeder  iwuM  three  aMee.  No  tadleatlon 
of  the  value.s!  The  perplexed  colonial  post- 
maatcr  adopted  the  motto,  "When  to  doubt 
refrata,"  eooMMlai  to  patroalae  local  en- 
deavor. Finally,  in  18M,  the  green  "Brttarmia" 
was  isBusd,  eurchatged  "four-prnce  "  It  is 
the  fhwt  Mwehatged  adhesive  postage  stamp 
of  the  world  Gibbons  values  it  at  CM  ($lgg). 
About  1820,  Corbould's  original  watercolor  dr- 
sign,  measuring  flve-elghu  by  tiiree-quarters 


of  an  indi.  wa.s  auctioned  in  London;  a 
penciled  no t^  by  the  artist  says:  "Hie  engraver 
With  a  magnifying  glaaa  (such  as  I  have  not) 
can  finish  the  toe  nails  rather  morel" 

The  "nrltannla  "  wbk  re-ls-sued  in  6d  and  Is 
dcnomlimtions  in  1859  and  1861,  with  "Mauri- 
tius" above,  and  the  vahie  betow  the  figure. 
All  these  early  label.s  are  imperforate,  and 
most  of  them  costly  treasures.  The  "one 
ahUUng"  deep  gioen  Is  catalogued  at  m 
($250). 

Messrs.  de  la  Rue  now  became  the  prlnter.s. 
and  Victoria's  profile  reappeared.  Ail  issues 
from  Ilea  are  perforated,  exeept  an  imperforate 
"two  pence  '  blue  of  1863,  catalogued  at  £25 
unused.  Tlic-rest  Imve  no  very  tilgh  value.  At 
the  end  ot  1$77,  Indian  silver  ourrency  was 
adopted;  the  adhesives  were  StUOhargcd  with 
cents  and  rupees;  and  an  totereetlng  cent- 
ropee  aerlea  was  laeued  to  lg|g.  All  eobee- 
quent  Issues  are  In  the  same  currency.  In 
1896  Mauritius  devised  an  entirely  new  postage 
atamp  bearing  the  arms  of  the  eokaqr  toatead 
of  the  sovereign's  head,  'ilie  upper  quarter- 
ings  of  the  shield  carry  a  sailing  ship  and 
toree  braadiee  of  sugar  cane;  the  lower,  a  key 
Hnd  a  shining  star.  There  was  a  Jubilee  issue 
in  1888;  a  large  commemorative  label  in  1889; 
but  to  If  10  the  eov^reign's  bead  reappeared  on 
certain  denominations,  with  values  tiipinieeil 
to  Arabic  numerals.  The  highest  worth  of  any 
of  the  rupee-cent  adhesives  is  about  £20  ($100) 
for  tiM  Mua-gwen,  oUve-baeked  lO'rupeto. 

Priceless  Treasure 

PRECIOUS  as  are  the  first  British  Colonials, 
the  prtodeaa  treaaure  of  vbligMf  la  a 

label  produced  in  Britl.sh  Oiilana,  This 
country  did  not  make  prepayment  of  its  in- 
ternal letters  oempulaory  until  nearly  three 

years  Inter  than  Mauritius  fJune  15,  1850). 
Though  described  as  'iXMtage  stamps. "  its  first 
leaue  waa  but  paper  dteoe  of  vartoue  eoiors, 
bearing  the  value  acros.'.  the  middle,  with 
"British  Ouiana"  round  the  edge;  printed 
hurriedly  by  the  "Royal  Oaaetto,"  at  Oeorge- 
tOWB,  In  4.  n  and  12-eent  values.  Each  stamp 
waa  Initialled  ^by  a  post  office  official  to  pre- 
vent ftaod.  In  March,  IMI.  a  roee-colored 
"2  cents"  label  wVs  added. 

Years  after,  an  old  negress,  longing  to  give 
aonetlitag  to  her -church,  and  having  nothing 
else,  placed  in  the  offertory  a  first  Issue 
cenU"  adhesive  (she  had  been  told  that  It  was 
of  value).  She  was  called  upon  by  the  arch- 
deacon, and  very  gladly  ahowed  him  all  the  old 
letters  she  possessed.

It  lay  for  yeara  to  an  attic  to  its  native  land. 

Seventeen  years  after  its  issue  It  was  discovered 
by  a  youtiiful  coUectcr.  Its  apearance  being 
unattractive.  It  waa  aold  for  a  few  shillings. 
In  a  general  collection  it  p&ssed  to  a  firm 
of  dealers;  later  still  it  entered  the  unrival!ed 
colleetlon  of  Baron  Phlllippe  Perrarl  de  la 
Renotiere.  In  1917  Ferrari  died,  leaving  his 
matclUess  a.ssemblage  in  Paris  to  the  Germans. 
The  Prench  sequestered  it.  In  1922,  this  soli- 
tary representative  of  its  kind  sold  to  open 
auction  for  £3,317.  it  wa.'?  shown.  In  1923,  at 
the  London  International  Stamp  Exhibition, 
and  is  said  to  be  "a  sorry-tooktog  thlng.^  In 
1926.  guarded  night  and  day  by  four  dc- 
tectiveS:  it  was  exhibited  in  New  York  by 
Arthur  Bind,  and  aoM  for  n^OO. 

October,  tB62,  brought  a  third  issue  of  type- 
set labels.  These  have  a  frame  of  printers' 
ornaments:  "Oulatta"  top.  value  bottom, 
British"  left,  and  "postage"  right,  on  a 
roughly-outlined  border;  the  large  blank  space 
being  initUlled  by  Robert  Mather,  acting  Re- 
edver-Oeaeral  ot  the  oolonr.  They  are 
rotiletfed,  and  catalouged  £30  to  £80  unu.sed. 
In  1882,  shorUge  produced  the  fourth  and 
toet  typeeet  toeals;  ahnoat  aguan  and  idmUar 
to  1862  design:  but  the  date  fills  the  four 
corners  of  the  border,  and  a  newspaper  sail- 
tog  ahlp  oeonplee  the  oentif.  They  are  per- 
forated "specimen";  and  Ot  little  value.  There 
are  two  interesting  landeeape  Jitollee  adhesivee 
(laeued  more  than  a  year  later);  and  from 
July.  1913,  the  sovereign's  head  aharaa  banon 

with  the  ship. 

First  Picture  Stamps, 

SIX  months  earlier  than  British  Ouiana,  the 
premier  colony  ot  Australia  Issued  ad- 
heetve  postage  labels  on  January  l.  igso.  They 
are  the  first  picture  postage  stamps.  Known 
by  the  inaccurate  names  aA  "Sydney  Views," 
and  "Oold  Diggings";  they  are,  in  reality, 
variants  of  the  great  seal  of  New  South  Walea. 
This  seal  is  said  to  be  after  a  medallion  by 
the  famous  potter,  Joslah  Wedgwood.  With- 
to a  dreutor  frame,  a  female  flgure  sito  upon 
a  bale  of  merchandtre.  .surrounded  by  the 
implements  of  industry.  She  welcomes  to 
Botfny  Bap  nglaad^  oonvteta,  fbttar-ftoe. 
Beyond  are  oxen  ploughing;  upon  the  cliffs  a 
fort  and  church;  a  distant  vessel  to  the  bay. 
Beneath  her  feet  the  werda:  "We  fiortli 
Etrurla  crevit"  <Th\in  mighty  Etrurta  grew); 
around  the  flame  the  motto:  "Camb.  Aust, 
MgDtai  Itov."  from  the  eeal.  Tbe  whole  con- 
tained within  a  rectangular  border  bearing 
"postage "  at  the  top,  and  the  value  acroae  the 
b^tom;  pentty"  to  vartoni  tonei  ot  red. 
"two  penoe"  In  blues,  "three  pence"  in  greens. 
All  are  engraved  on  copper,  each  stamp 
aepgrattiy  by  hanC  one  engraver  to  each  of 
the  three  platea.  lliey  are  of  perennial  to- 
terest  and  unceasbig  demand.  All  are  valu- 
able to  ueed  condition;  and  unused,  go  up  to 

11.000.

Distillers  in  Scotland 
Vote  for  "Holiday" 

SCOTLAND  is  to  cease  making  one  of  its 
ftonous  producte— whisky.  Owtog  to 
rnLshlng  taxes  and  the  greatest  slump  in 
history,  Scottish  pot  malt  distUlers  at  a  meet- 
tog  of  their  aseodation  at  Bgto  reoently, 
agreed  upon  a  general  stoppage  of  the  BOVen^- 
eight  distilleries  in  the  group. 

The  decision  will  affect  thousands  of  em- 
ployees directly  concerned,  as  well  as  workara 
in  allied  trades.  No  whisky  win  be  made  in 
the  season  of  1802-33,  and  those  dlsUlleries  out- 
side the  group  will  wortc  for  only  a  ilioet 
period.  A  member  of  the  association  explained 
that  the  warehouses  were  full  and,  with  a 
iteadllp  defflreaslng  outlet,  there  waa  no  ebetot 
but  to  close  Scotland's  distilleries. 

"It  is  the  biggest  slump  we  have  yet  ex- 
perienced," he  eald.  "We  have  mlDloM  ot 
gallon.'!  m  our  warehouaoa.

months  must  elapse  before  a  seeded  lawn  can 
iM  subjected  to  any  hard  wear,  food  turf,  care- 
fuUjr  laid,  can  be  uaed  for  alinoet  any  purpoee 
within  a  month  or  so  of  laying. 

The  dlsadvantaces  lie  in  the  extra  cost,  the 
dtffleulty  of  obtaining  turf  free  from  weeds, 
and  the  fact  that  in  meadow  turf  the  ebane 
grasses  frequently  predooilnata  ovw  tlMM  tliat 
are  fine  and  ck)ee. 

The  site  of  a  lawa  that  to  ta  hi  tnfed  re- 
quires as  careful  preparation  as  onr  which  i.s 
to  be  sown  with  grass  seed.  The  soil  should  be 
dug  at  least  one  foot  deep,  and  ba  eaivfidljr 
levelled  with  th"  aid  of  a  few  wobden  pegs,  a 
strait-edged  pluniL,  and  ^  spirit  level.  It  must 
then  be  evenly  eoneoMdatad.  either  by  treadtaif . 
or  else  with  the  garden  roller.  It  is  a  matter 
of  the  first  importance  that  the  soU  should 
be  evenly  firm  all  over,  or  aialdni  wttl  take 
piase  after  the  turf  has  been  laid.  Finish  off 
With  a  scattering  of  booemeal  at  the  rate  of 
thiw  emieii  p«r  iqiMiw  yard,  and  vaHi  tha 
surface  to  leave  a  Una  tilth  en  whleh  tha  turf 

can  be  laid. 

Preparing  the  Turves 

TURVES  are  usually  cut  In  foot-wlde  strips, 
three  feet  in  length.  They  ihould  be  an 
•vth  thlrhiaw  throughout.  To  overcome  the 
avtt  of  bad  cutting,  it  to  only  aaoaanry  to  make 
*  *allue  wooden  trough  three  feet  in  length, 
one  foot  In  width,  and  a  couple  of  Inches  In 
depth,  all  thcae  beint  hMlda  maaaatamanta.  It 
to  a  simple  matter  to  lay  each  turf,  gras.s-slda 
downwards,  in  this  trough,  and  trim  It  to  an 
even  ttdekneae  with  a  lai«e  kftehen  katfa, 
ujsing  the  .tides  of  the  trougli  a.s  a  gauge.  Any 
bad  holes  caused  by  the  removal  of  stmies  or 
waede  eaa  be  fUIed  tii  at  tha  aaoM  time  with 
a  little  fibrous  soil  that  to  Juit  suCBciently 
motot  to  stoy   where  it  to  primed  without 


It  13,  by  the  way,  prudent  to  take  advantage 
of  having  the  turves  thus  available  for  close 
inipeetlon  by  taking  the  best  opportunity  that 
will  ever  occur  for  aatraeting  roots  of  peran- 
ntol  weeds.  These  may  be  easily  gouged  out 
With  an  old,  stlft-bladed  knife,  or  levered  out 
wttb  a  strong  table  fork,  and  It  wtU  ba  much 
caster  work  v.  htie  the  turf  can  ba  laid  opoo  a 
bcndi  than  after  it  Is  planted  in  tha  lawn. 

fheta  may  ba  an  IncMnatlop  to  anoUe  at  tha 
use  of  the  term  "  planted"  for  turf  that  la 
simply  told  upon  the  surface  of  the  soil,  but  la 
tealtty  It  to  nemmary  to  do  a  Uttto  more  than 
that  After  all  the  treading,  firming  and  level- 
ing of  tha  eod  bed,  it  to  necessary  to  scratch 
the  surface  to  provkle  at  least  half  an  inch 
of  loose  fine  tilth  into  which  the  XOOt  aide  aC 
the  turf  can  sink.  That  will  give  new  roots  a 
chance  to  get  a  .  grip.   The  crevices  between 


the  turves  must  also  be  carefully  and  com- 
pletely filled  in  with  flnely-sifted  soil,  thue 
helplaff  to  halt  lha  tarvea  together. 

Place  Turves  Alternately 

THE  turves  are  placed  alternately  like  the 
brtoka  ba  a  wall,  ae  that  tha  jolttti  la  ooa 

row  are  not  in  line  with  thogg  la  the  next. 
This  makes  them  bind  together  ftnaly.  and  so 
premito  lifting  or  shifting  during  the  firat 
few  vaaki  after  laying,  when  they  have  aa 
yat  no  reothold  on  the  ground  beneath. 

If,  la  spite  of  precautloee  taken  in  leveling 
the  site  and  trimming  the  turves  to  an  CfiB 
thickness,  any  inequalities  of  surface  are 
ndted  as  the  work  of  laying  proceeds,  they 
should  be  Immediately  rectified  by  »H<<iwy 
removing  a  little  soli  beneath  the  ofTending 
turf.  Never  leave  such  errors  to  be  corrected 
by  the  roller. 

A  wooden  beater  is  necessary  to  setttle  the 
turves  well  down  Into  place,  and  make  their 
edgea  Join  up  ai  elcady  aa  poaelbte.  Italionld 
be  made  of  a  solid  block  of  wood  of  ample  .size, 
and  must  be  fitted  either  with  a  long  iiandle, 
to  be  uaed  by  the  workmaa  ataadhiff,  or  with 
a  short  handle,  so  that  the  gardener  may  use 
it  as  he  kneels  to  toy  the  turves.  The  face 
<4  the  beater  muat  be  abeolutely  flat  and 
smooth,  and  it  should  be  used  with  the  same 
force  over  the  whole  area  of  eaeh  turf  so  aa 
to  get  a  perfectly  true  aurfaee.  It  to  the  do- 
ing  of  thto  carefully  and  thoroughly  as  tha 
WOTtt  proceedg  that  will  make  for  perfection 
of  the  lawn  when  the  whole  is  completed.  A 
level  award  to  aueh  a  deaideratom  that  It  to 
wartti  taking  palaa  to  enaure  It 

Final  Preparations 

WHKN  all  the  turves  have  been  laid,  fine- 
ly-sifted sou  to  scattered  thinly  over  the 
aurfaee,  and  bruahed  thto  way  and  that  with 
a  stiff  broom.  It  will  find  ita  way  down  into 
any  cracks  or  crevices  that  have  been  left. 
Ttit  roller  to  then  passed  over  the  lawn,  first 
In  one  direction  and  then  In  the  other,  to  set- 
tle the  turves  down  as  firmly  as  po.s.slblP.  They 
will  quickly  bind  themselves  together,  and  to 
the  |AU  beneath  with  new  roota. 

If  The  gras.s  was  cut  before  the  turves  were 
lifted — and  this  is  always  a  wise  precaution 
-^10  further  trimming  win  be  neeeaaary.  But. 

ahOttld  undipped  turves  have  been  .supplied, 
they  may  be  trimmed  with  shears  before  lay- 
ing, or  with  a  mower,  aet  rather  high,  a  coupto 
of  weeks  later. 

October  to  a  good  month  for  making  a  town 
from  turf.  The  soil  to  atill  sufflciently  warm 
to  encourage  rapid  formation  of  new  roots, 
and  the  grass  will  have  established  It- 
aelf  before  the  Winter.

Do  Plants  Really  Have 
Power  of  Reasoning? 

GROWINa  ptants  may  have  "bralaa"  aad 
di.'iplay  reasoning  power,  according  to 
an  announcement  of  the  Smithsonian  Institute 
at  Waahlagton,  D.O.  "Hie  dtocovery  waa  made 
by  Dr.  Earl  .S  Johnston.  Who,  it  is  reported, 
has  found  in  planto  a  striking  elmilarity  to  the 
Intemgeaoa  cf  huaiaa  belaga. 

Dr.  Johnston  centred  hto  experlmeata  aa 
the  mysterious  ability  of  planis  to  turn  their 
stems  and  leaves  toward  the  light.    He  con- 
du|Aaa  that  every  plant  behavaa  aa  though  It 
had  a  more  or  less  localized  region,  a  .sort  of 
"brain, '  that  reacts  directly  to  the  stlmuto- 
itoa  of  Ught.  la  aeedllaga  of  oaU  aad  wheat, 
the  supposed  brain  Ls  centralized  la  tha^tlp  of 
leaf  sheath  that  encircles  tiie  bud  of  the 
growtaag  ehoot.   The  flrat  mllHmeter  (about 
l-a<  of  an  inch  I  Is  KiO  times  as  sensitive  as 
the  aacond  and  1,800  times  as  sensitive  as  t|ie 
third.    European  experimenters  had  already 
fil.scovered  that  if  they  cut  off  the  head  of  a 
seedling  it  lost  iU  power  to  turn  toward  the 
light,  but  regained  It  whea  the  tip  was  grafted 
back  on  again. 

Now  Dr.  Johastfin  is  investigating  the  mys- 
terious manner  in  which  this  "brain"  oper- 
ates. If  It  ealata,  aad  how  it  gate  Ita  ntoaaage 
to  the  lower  pert  of  tha  plaafK  atan  whiN  tha 

bending  occurs.

of  exposing  gNiwIng  seedlings  to  Ught  Of  dlf- 
icrent  colors.  Planto  are  selected  for  their 
stralghtneaa  and  set  perfectly  uprlglu  in  a 
cabinet,  exposed  on  each  side  to  light  Of  a 
different  color.  After  half  an  hour  the  bend- 
ing of  the  ptont  toward  the  light  having  the 
i  tronger  effect  may  be  obeerved  with  a  tate- 
jcope.  By  delicate  control  of  the  lights"  In- 
tensity and  wave  length,  a  precise  comparison 
of  their  effect  may  ba  made.

•HEN  is  the  best  time  to  plant— in 
Spring  or  Fall?  Expert  advice  on  thto 
oft-aaked  queation  can  be  auramed  up  la  a 
single  statement— plant  in  Fall  thoai 
which  Uke  kindly  to  Pall  planting. 

The  ptanting  seasons  are  all  too  few  any- 
way We  must  make  the  beat  of  the  two 
which  we  have,  planting  all  that  can  be 
planted  in  Fall.  In  the  first  ptoce.  there  are 
more  months  in  which  to  work  la  Pall  fhaa  In 
Spring  Generally  speaking,  the  weather  ia 
usually  man  favorable  for  outdoor  work  in 
Fan,  and  the  greuad  to  mora  wwkaUe  thaa 
la  early  Bpring. 

Trees  and  .shrubs  send  out  their  buds  very 
early  in  Spring,  often  before  suitable  ptont- 
ing  condltloaa  have  arrived.  To  mora  them 
in  Spring  mearus  that  thl.s  early  growth  Is 
checked  and  the  progress  of  the  ptont  to  de- 
toyed  another  eeaaea;  wheraaa.

PRINO  and  Pall  are  both  considered 
proper  planting  times  for  roses,  but  the 
Spring  aaaaca  to  ao  abort  that  more  aad 
more  gardeners  are  coming  to  plant  their 
roees  in  Fall.  From  the  stondpoint  of  weath- 
er ooadltlcea.  too,  Fah  to  aa  Ideal  time  to  aet 
out  roses,  for  in  mast  cases  the  weather  Is 
flaa  for  outwoor  work.  The  eelectlon  of 
▼arlatlea  to  alao  more  eomplete  in  Fall  than 
in  Spring,  and  disappointments  are  thus 
avoided.  Fall-planted  roses  have  an  oppor- 
tunity to  estabUsh  themselves  in  their  new 
quarters,  so  when  Spring  arrhree  they  are 
ready  to  atart  without  delay. 

Select  a  place  for  roses  where  water  does 
not  atand  after  ralna  aad  oea  that  to  eapoeed 
to  full  sunshine  part  of  the  day.  Trees  or 
hedges  are  valuable  on  the  north  and  west 
aMaa.  but  keep  the  roeea  aWay  from  the 
hungry  root  sy.'^tems  of  the.<^  larger  plants.' 
Tha  best  soil  to  a  rich  ctoy  loam,  but  roses  do 
waU  la  ahaoat  aay  aoU  If  It  to  well  f  ertlltoed. 
dralaad  aad  oattlvalad. 

Preparation  of  Beds 

H AVB  the  roee  beds  prepared  eome  weeks 
In  advance  of  planting  so  that  the  SOU 
win  be  firmly  .settled.  Dig  the  ground  at 
least  eighteen  inches  deep,  reptoclng  about 
ooe-thkd  tto  bulk  with  weU-rotted  cow 
manure,  or  a  lesser  quantity  of  other  manures. 
If  commerctol  fertilicers  are  used  in  place  of 
the  manures,  follow  direction^  on  the  pack- 
ages. 

Should  the  roee  beds  be  located  in  a  place 
that  to  damp  or  aoggy  all  the  time,  drainage 
will  be  ncces.sary. 

Tastes  differ  so  very  much  and  conditions 
vary  from  garden  to  garden  so  radically  tiiat 
it  to  difBeult  to  recoamiend  apaelal  varlatlaa. 
Not  all  do  equally  well.  soBM  are  vary  ahy 
bloomers,  some  are  natunrily  aamll.  weak 
plaata.  but  aU  of  them  haea  acme  vtotoe 

which  has  made  them  aflmlrrd  and  desirable 

Roses  are  so  inexpensive  that  even  the  pooreet 
ptoat  mora  thaa  paya  for  Itadf  by  tha  btoona 

It  produces  the  first  season.  And  l)esides,  the 
interested  gardener  always  wanto  to  try  new 
aad  difltnt  thlaga  each  year. 


they  are  so  extremely  hand.some,  and  because 
they  withstand  cold  weather  much  better  than 
the  hybrid  teas,  they  are  still  much  grown  in 
the  colder  parts  of  the  country,  and  .some 
rose  enthusia&ts  prefer  them  to  any  other 
type.

Tomato  Once  Regarded 
as  Only  an  Ornament 

TOMATOES  are  ao  widely  uaed  today  aad 
enjoy  such  universal  popularity  that  few 
people  realise  tiiat  their  use  for  food  to  of 
comparaUvely  reeeht  date,  obeervea  the  mar- 
ket specialist  of  the  DepartmBBt  of  Agricul- 
ture, at  OtUwa.  Although  tomatoes  are  men-" 
tkmed  la  North  Amerleafl  reoorda  aa  early  aa 
1781,  it  was  not  until  well  on  in  the  alneteenth 
century  that  this,  one  of  the  most  nutritious 
of  all  fruits,  came  Into  popular  favor  on  ttito 
continent. 

Like  the  tobacco  plant,  the  tomato  to  a 
native  of  the  Western  hemisphere;  Peru  to 
thought  to  have  beoa  tta  orlglaal  habMat.  aad 
the  natives  of  Mexico  are  known  to  have 
grown  tomatoes  since  very  early  times.  They 
caned  them  sdtcmataa  or  altotmataa,  fKm 
which  the  present  wavd  *— rTftft  haa  prab- 
ably  been  derived. 

It  waa  net  untB  aearly  lOO  years  after  the 
discovery  of  America  that  Europeans  became 
acquainted  with  the  toomto.  and  even  after 
they  had  known  the  plant  for  many  years  it 
was  used  mainly  for  ornamental  porpoeee. 
the  food  value  of  the  fruit  being  little  sus- 
pected. BventuaUy  tomatoes  were  cultivated 
by  the  XtahaaB  for  food  pw'poeao  aad  a  aom- 
ber  of  plantations  were  developed  on  the 
shores  of  the  Mediterranean.  But  even  titoa 
maay  paopla  wan  loolh  to  eat  tha  fruH  ba- 
cause  of  the  piaatia  raMlonl^p  ta  Iha  #MHk 
ly  nig htabade.

ADl'LT  EDUCA'nON 

One  of  the  most  significant  devel- 
opments In  education  throughout

grown-up  people  who  Just  want  to 
continue  to  grow  mentally  and  get 
more  satisfaction  out  of  Ufo.  I 
have  been  identified  with  an  institu- 
tion which  within  five  yean  after 
its  founding  had  about  7,000  stu- 
dents attending  it.  virtually  all  of 
them  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
the  oldest  about  eighty,  and  the: 
average  above  thirty  years.  • 

Althou^  sona  have  been  going  to 
•ehool  to  develop  ability  In  a  par- 
ticular vocation,  or  to  earn  credits 

In  a  special  subject,  or  complete  an 
unfinished  college  course  which  had, 
been  Interrupted,  most  go  jast  to' 
•icarn  more. "  to  •'enrich  their  lives," 
"to  find  wider  satisfactions." 

Many  Intelligent  men  and  women, 
even  with  academic  degrees,  cannot 
be  content  to  remain  intellectually 
idle.  To  attend  class  lectures  and 
dlSvU.s.slons  Is  to  get  a  stimulation 
to  think  and  to  read.  Whereas 
many  cannot  afford  to  pay  the 
small  fees  for  such  courses,  others 
find  that  within  a  few  evenings  they 
spend  an  equivalent  amount  for 
amusement  which  passes  with  the 
•vaning.  while  tha  plaasore  which 
comes  from  mental  self-improve- 
ment has  endurance.

Interest  has  been  growing  in 
America  In  recent  years  in  preserv- 
Ing  the  fine  old  public  buildings 
and  famous  dwaUtofi  of  a  cantury 
or  more  agow 

Probably  no  house  has  so  awak- 
ened interest  as  Mount  Verncm,  the 
home  of  George  Washington.  It 
wa.s  bought  from  the  descendants 
of  the  Washlnpton  family  in  1858 
by  the  Mount  Vernon  Ladles'  Asso- 
ciation, who  restored  and  refur- 
nished It  with  many  original  pieces 
or  similar  pieces  of  the  time. 

Today  ills  a  national  ahrina.  and 
Americans  may  wall  be  grateful  to 
the  association  whioli  has  pre- 
served It. 

A  replica  of  Mount  Vernon  was 
built  at  the  Paris  Colonial  Exposi- 
tion last  year  as  the  contribution  of 
the  United  States.  This  year  of 
the  bicentennial  of  Washington's 
birth,  another  replica  has  been 
erected  by  the  New  York  City  Bi- 
centennial Oommlsston  In  Frospeet 
Park.  Brooklyn.  It  Is  open  to  the 


publle  and  is  beautifully  situated 
"on  a  site  recalling  tha  original  set- 
ting on  the  Potomac 

Hm  rooms  on  the  first  and  sec- 
ond floors  are  reproduced  with 
complete  furnishings.  Only  the  at- 
tic remains  unfurnished.  The  cen- 
tral hall  with  the  main  staircase, 
the  west  parlor,  the  famUy  dining- 
room.  Miss  Nellie  Custls'  music 
room  and  bedroom,  the  banquet 
hall,  the  library  and  the  bedroom 
In  which  Washington  ^jad,  are  es- 
pecially Interesting. 

The  furnishings  of  the  mansion 
and  the  two  wings  connected  with 
it  by  curved  colonnades  are.  in  al- 
most every  detail.  citluT  authentic 
reproductions  of  the  original  Mount 
Vernon,  room  by  room,  with  furni- 
ture, hangings,  floor  coverings  and 
wall  paper  based  on  a  careful  study 
of  Washington's  account  books,  in- 
ventories, bliur  of  lading,  and 
axlsttng  orlgiaals  in  private  coUec

the  same  period  ihowlng  the  same 
line  workmanship  as  the  originals. 

The  furniture  was  selected  by 
Miss  Anne  MadLson  Washington, 
great-great-gra^idniece  of  George 
Washington,  who  is  an  authority 
on  the  subject.  Every  detail  of  the 
finely  (arved  mantels,  staircases 
and  woodworic  was  carefully 
measured  and  draflid  fOr  replx>- 
ductlon. 

Hie  replica  wiU  remain  open  to 
the  public  until  NOcember  25,  when 
the  nation-wide  observance  of  the 
George   Washington  Bkiantannlai 

ofiScially  ends. 

The  central  hall  is  shown  at  the 
upper  left.  Grey  walls  and  white 
woodwork  form  a  background  for 
Sheraton  sideohairs  and  tables.  Old 
documents  and  objects  of  historical 
interest  hang  on  tha  walls,  among 
them  XjafayetteV  awcrd  and  a 
replica  of  the  key  of  tha  BastUe.

BRIGHTON.  EiiKland  (CP).— 
The  Importance  of  state  or  munici- 
pally supSMised  birth  control  serv- 
ices was  urged  by  the  Oountess  of 
Limerick  la  Imt  pwslditlsl  ad- 
dress to  tha  nisUialty,  child  wel- 
fare and  sdMMl  of  hygiene  sec- 
tion of  tba  annual  congress  of  the 
Royal  Sanitary  Institute  here. 

Referring  tO  tha  sedal  aspects  of 
birth  control,  the  Countess  said 
that  In  that  field  we  must  gnard 
particularly  agahut  asntlmentallty. 
"We  are  having  brought  home  to 
us  increasingly,"  she  said,  "the  fact 
that  social  legislation  of  recent 
years  has  Ix^en  largely  vitiated  by 
sentimentality  and  false  values, 
indeed,  many  of  the  present  prob- 
lems of  eugenics  may  be  traced  to 
the  unwisdom  and  unklndness 
arising  from  soft  hearts  uncon- 
trolled by  hard  hea<ta. 

"One  of  the  first  things  that 
strikes  a  social  worker  is  the 
amount  of  avoidable  misery  found 
In  most  poor  homf^.  Most  of  us 
belie\r  that  a  k(MUiei  .vcngp  of  re- 
sponsibility is  essential  if  we  are  to 
maintain  our  pride  of  citizenship 
and  our  efficiency,  and  most  of  us 
believe  that  the  family  must  re- 
main tba  social  and  eccoomle  unit. 
We  must  cciteentrate.  therefore,  on 
strengthening  the  sense  of  parental 
responsibility  frpm  which  such 
qualities  spring. 

"We  must  start."  declared  the 
Countess,  "by  placing  within  the 
reach  of  the  poorer  parents— in 
thLs  regard  our  main  problem— the 
necessary  knowledge  and  fadUMss 
to  enable  them  to  organise  their 
family  unit,  on  a  hasis  which,  while 
permitting  a  normal  physical  life, 
will  not  debar  them  from  obtaining 
a  healthier,  more  responsible  and 
free  exLstence  as  citizens 

"Without  such  organized  help  we 
must  undoubtedly  face  a  future  In 
which  the  hapliasard  bearing  of 
children  by  the  ignorant  and  tih-

quertlon  of  forcint;  a  minority 
opinion  in  a  matter  of  Christian 
ethics:  such  a  .service  would  be 
ix>rmisslve.  To  u.sc  our  growing 
medical  knowledge  and  social  n- 
perlence  In  a  matter  so  vltirt  as 
birth  control  is  not  to  degrade  hu- 
man nature,  but  Is  to  raise  it  from 
the  laval  of  thoughUees  and  brutal 
procroatlon,  no  longer  modified  by 
nature's  normal  corrective,  the 
survival  of  the  fittest,  to  a  new 
plane  In  the  history  of  man's  de- 
velopment." The  Countess  said  it 
wa.s  in  the  Interests  of  the  race  to 
proiliire  a  limited  number  ot 
healthy  children  rather  than  an 
unlimited  number  who  were  weak- 
lings and  a  chaiga  on  tba 
munity.
